HERE 
YESTERDAY 
AFTERNOON AND EVENING. 


The Illinois Central switch eng fcTd 
was badly damag ed 
this 
morning 
and Eng ineer Clinkey and Fireman 
Kinney had narrow escapes from be­ 
ing crushed in the locomotive when 
it crashed into a string of box cars 
on the belt line near the crossing on 
West First street. 
The accident, the nows of which 
spread over town q uickly , occurred 
at about 11:30. 
The eng ine and 
crew had been 
up to the 
cement 
works east of the city and were re­ 
turning to the main line, Eng ineer 
Clinkey , one of the “hard luck” en- 
g inemen of the division, being 
at 
the throttle. He was 
pulling 
three 
loads. 
Speed Aro und Curv e. 
It is necessary to g et a “ run” for 
the g rade south of First street and 
according ly the Central train was 
running q uite swiftly as it made the 
turn at the shoe factory . Standing 
on the tracto preparatory to switch­ 
ing into the shoe factory siding was 
the Northwestern switch eng ine and 
three cars, Eng ineer Henry Fane at 
the throttle. 
Because of the curve and build­ 
ing s tbs crew of the Central eng ine 
could not see the Northwestern train 
until within about 300 feet of them, 
and althoug h Eng ineer Clinkey ap­ 
plied the brakes he could not bring 
his “string ” to a stop and it crashed 
into the cars, about 110 feet south 
of the First street crossing . Clinkev 
and Kinney jumped, thereby escap­ 
ing injury or death. 
Engine Telesco ped. 
The recoil from the collision and 
the releasing of the air brakes when 
the air pipes were broken allowed 
the Central train to run back down 
g rade until the eng ine reached the 
crossing at First street. The cab was 
telescoped completely , the q uadrant, 
reverse lever, aid brake pump and 
g aug es were stripped from the cab, 
the boiler head was jammed in and 
the front of the eng ine also suffered 
injury . It was necessary to send fox * 
the Freeport wrecker to lift the en­ 
g ine and tender apart and to g et the 
tender back on its trucks. The loco­ 
motive will be taken to Freeport for 
repairs. 
Eng ineer Clinkey , a relief man io 
the local y ards, is one, of the 
un­ 
lucky ” men of the division, a series 
of misfortunes seeming 
to follow 
him in his work. 
He was the 
en­ 
g ineer pulling the freig ht train 
in 
which fourteen laden cars jumped 
the track at Amboy several weeks 
ag o, piling up the wreckag e near the 
passeng er station there and endan­ 
g ering the lives of nearly a hundred 
passeng ers.

Provisions for Penalties and Against 
Revealing Business Methods 
Told by Newlands After , 
Conference. 


Washington, Feb. 27.— The 
efforts 
of the senate and house committees 
were turned toward perfecting the ad­ 
ministration’s 
anti-trust 
legislative 
program. 
The senate committee on interstate 
commerce held its first hearing on the 
proposed bill to cerate an interstate 
trade commission. 
Senator Newlands, 
chairman, submitted several amend­ 
ments, based presumably on his con­ 
ference with President Wilson. These 
amendment provide: 


1. T h a t the trade eom m isison sh all he 
a purely advisory and investig atin g body. 
2. T h a t it* Jurisdiction shall be lim ited 
to corporations “ having annual gross re­ 
ceipts exceeding ?2,5K'.000.” 
It shall be op­ 
tional w ith the eom m isison w hether to 
dem and records of corporations’ affairs. 
3. T h a t there shall be no unnecessary 
p u blicity of a corporation’s trade secrets. 
4. T h a t any person who m akes public 
w ithout its consent a n y inform ation g a th ­ 
ered 
by 
the eotninisslon 
m ay 
be fined 
$5,000 or sent to prison for a year, or given 
both penalties. 
5. T h a t false e n try in corporation ac­ 
counts is punishable by a fine of $1,000 
or a y e a r’s im prisonm ent, or both. 
The 
sam e penalties are fixed for anyone w il­ 
fu lly giving the com m ission false info r­ 
mation. 
Van Hise in Clash. 
Members of a committee of the 
chamber of commerce of the United 
States discussed the proposed commis­ 
sion 
before 
the 
senate 
committee. 
Meanwhile hearings were in progress 
before the house judiciary and inter­ 
state commerce committees with rela­ 
tion to legislation to regulate holding 
companies, federal control of railroad 
securities and the shortening of judi­ 


cial procedure under the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 
There was a clash between ('harles 
R. Van Hise, president of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin and a member of 
the committee of the chamber of com­ 
merce 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
and 
Charles F. Matthewson of New York, 
thi3 committee's spokesman. 
Doctoï Van Hise favored an amend­ 
ment by which bodies of such indi­ 
viduals as lumbermen and fruit grow­ 
ers desiring to form co-operative or­ 
ganizations might submit their plan 
of organization to the trade commis­ 
sion, which, if it approved the plan, 
would issue a permit. 
Mr. Matthewson argued that this 
plan was unworkable and unwise. 
Favor Newland’s Amendments. 
Mr. Matthewson said the associa­ 
tion’s committee felt that the New- 
land amendments would make a great 
Improvement in the bill and would 
meet most of the criticisms that might 
have been made. 
He doubted whether 
It would be advisable to require re­ 
ports 
from 
industrial 
corporations 
and said the agitation of this question 
was causing alarm in business circles. 
He believed it would be unconstitu­ 
tional to authorize the commission to 
have access to private papers of a 
corporation. 
Protects Trade Secrets. 
The Newlands amendment designed 
to protect corporations’ trade secrets 
provides that the commission shall 
make public “ In such form and to 
such extent as it may deem proper 
the information obtained, except so 
far as may be necessary to protect 
trade processes, names of customers 
and such other matters as the commis­ 
sion may deem not to be of public 
interest, and shall make an annual 
report to congress, and may submit 
therewith regulations for additional 
legislation.”

SIR JOHN TENNIEL IS DEAD 


Famo us Punch Cartoonist, Ag ed 94, 


Passes Away at London. 
London, Eng land, Feb. 27.— Sir J ohn 
Tenniel, for many decades the lead­ 
ing British cartoonist, died at the ag e 
of ninety four years. 
Sir J ohn was the famous Eng lish 
cartoonist who so m ercilessly carica­ 
tured Abraham Lincoln during the 
Civil war. 
He was the dean of the 
•world’s 
g reat 
political 
cartoonists. 
Tenniel held the record for contin­ 
uous service. Fifty years were passed, 
with scarcely a holiday, as cartoonist 
On Lincoln’s death Tenniel’s bit­ 
terness ag ainst him disappeared. 
His 
cartoon pictured Britannia in sorrow 
laying a wreath upon the martyred 
American’s bier, with £ hirley Brook’s 
lines: 


•‘You lay a wreath on murdered Lin­ 
coln's bier, 
I You who with mocking pencil wont 
to trace, 
Broad for the self-complacent British 
sneer 
His leng th of shambling limb, his 
furrowed face.’’

Washing ton, Feb. 27.—Severe criti­ 
cism of the Rock Island railway and 
its financial operations was raised tn 
the house by Representative Green of 
Iowa, who spoke in support of his 
resolution to authorize the interstate 
commerce commission to make an in­ 
vestig ation of that roifd. 
The speaker compared the opera­ 
tions of the Rock Island to those of 
the New Haven and Frisco systems, al­ 
ready 
under investig ation, and 
de­ 
clared that the plan under which the 
holding 
companies controlled 
the 
finance* of the Rock Island was ut­ 
terly 
indefensible 
from any stand­ 
point. 
Throug h the manipulations of the 
holding 
companies, Mr. 
Green 
as­ 
serted. 
$ 121,000,fl00 of 
water 
was 
poured upon the railway comany’s 
stocks aud bonds, while the fixed 
charg es of the road had been in­ 
creased from 40 bo 90 per cent. 
“ The railway company never re­ 
ceived 
one 
dollar's benefit by or 
throug h the stock issued by the hold­ 
ing companies,” he declared. 
“ Its 
orig in affords financial freebooters an 
opportunity to exploit the railway and 
the public.” 
Referring to the equipment of the 
Rock Island, he said; 
“ It is reported that It has spent 
$ 6,000,000 since 1907 for equipment 
hire alone, and still it is known that 
it has not been properly supplied. 
A 
chorus of complaints has g one up 
from the public all along the line for 
lack of proper service, trains behind 
time and inability to move traffic, and 
the road has been heavily mulcted in 
damag es by reason of delayed freig ht. 
Wrecks have been frequent, and only 
g ood fortune has prevented the cas­ 
ualty roll from being larg e.

Anderson Goes in Ditch. 
Gil Anderson, in a Stutz, swept into 
first place and retained it until on 
his eig hteenth lap, when ho went into 
the ditch on the Soldiers’ Home curve, 
and a wheel was snapped fro m his car. 
This put De Palma in first place, 
which he held without being dislodg ed 
until the finish. 
The race was unusually free from 
accidents. 
No 
driver,

pitman or spectator was injured. The 
nearest to a serious accident was the 
mishap to Pullen’s car as he was mak­ 
ing 85 miles an hour.

The crowd

On his thirty-first lap Oldfield was 
compelled to stop at his pits for rig ht 
rear tire. 
De Palma flashed past him 
while the favorite was filling his oil 
and g asoline tanks.

He declared that permission 
never had been soug ht either of Gen­ 
eral Huerta or General Carranza, and 
indicated no request of that character 
would he made in the near future. 
The president announced, too, that 
no chang e in the policy of the Ameri­ 
can g overnment toward Mexico had 
been decided on. 
Wilson Disputes Huerta. 
Mr. Wilson had been asked about 
reports that American troops mig ht 
be sent across the border to recover 
the body oFAVilliam S. Benton, British 
subject executed by Villa at J uarez, 
and concerning published dispatches 
that the United States contemplated 
sending marines to Mexico City to 
g uard the American embassy. 
One press dispatch saying Huerta 
declared that he had refused permis­ 
sion to the United States to send 2,000 
marines to Mexico City was shown to 
President Wilson, who said it was un­ 
true that such a request had beeu 
ma'de. 
Held U. S. Marines Not Needed. 
President Wilson said that when 
Great Britain and Germany sent ma­ 
rines to Mexico City to g uard their 
leg ations the United States was ap­ 
prised of the step and offered no 057 i*orn 
jections. 
There was then a disposi- j May 
tion to determine whether the Ameri­ 
can g overnment should take similar 
action. 
The president’s information, 
however, was that Mexico City was 
quiet and that there was no dang er to 
foreig ners. 
While Charg e O'Shaug h- 
nessy and Rear Admiral Fletcher were 
asked for their opinion about an em­ 
bassy g uard, both advised that such 
a step was not necessary.

The president views the g eneral

situation in Mexico as far as the 
prog ress of the revolution is con­ 
cerned as but little chang ed. Huerta’s 
resources, he thinks, have been vveak- 
! ened, and he has learned of an under­ 
tone of dissatisfaction among Mex­ 
icans in the territory controlled by 
Huerta at the latter's arbitrary ex­ 
actions of funds. 
He let It be known 
that he had inquired into various re­ 
ports about American financial aid to

Columbus, O., Feb. 27.—A vigorous 
war on monopoly was advocated by 
United States Senator Borah of Idaho 
in an address here before the Repub­ 
licans of Ohio at a “ get together" 
luncheon. 
The time has come for 
“ remedies, not palliatives," in dealing 
with industrial inoiKAiolies, he said, 
and urged a vigorous policy on the 
part of the Republican party . 
At the same ti.*.e he assailed the 
attitude on this issue of such l*aders 
of the Progressive party as former 
Senator 
Beveridge 
of 
Indiana 
and 
George W. Perkins of New York, who, 
he asserted, maintained that monop­ 
olies “ were the prop» - thing and all 
they need is a little regulation.” 
Pleading for all men who believe In 
the principles of the Republican party 
to aid in its rejuvenation as a genu­ 
inely progressive party , Senator Borah 
declared that “ even if the Republic­ 
an party was at an end. 1 could never 
join the third party so long as it 
stands as it now stands, if I correctly 
understand its leaders on this ques­ 
tion 
of 
monopoly ," 
continued 
the 
speaker. 
The charge that the courts stand 
in the way of destroy ing monopoly 
he described as a "shambling, shift­ 
ing, cowardly pretense, raised to con­ 
ceal the unwillingness to do what 
ought to be done.” 
Senator Borah told how- a senator 
had recently placed in the congres­ 
sional record as “ evidence of prosper- j 
ity the rise in stocks and bonds” and j 
added that 1he next morning a paper j 
declared there were 350,000 men out i 
of employ ment in New York city , and j 
the industrial commission “ advised us 
im plain words that w<* were up against ; 
the proposition as a government of 
earing for the thousands and thou­ 
sands of the unemploy ed and hungry .” 
“ This is the prosperity which these 
combinations brought,” he continued. 
“ This is the ‘steady ing of business’ 
to which the eloquent senator from In­ 
diana refers.”

Chicago, Feb. 27.—An “ army ” of 400 
unemploy ed men marched to the city 
hall. 
Its members were kicked and 
clubbed out of the building by police­ 
men. 
The marchers were armed with a 
resolution demanding jobs and with a 
copy of a telegram in which they had 
made a similar demand of President 
Wilson and a denunciation of J ewish 
charitable organizations. Ten minutes 
after they bad been driven back to the 
street, and the majority of them back 
to the West side, a man whose name 
was not learned rushed into the city 
hall and told the policemen he had 
jobs for all of them. 
The tblegram 
which Martin said was sent President 
Wilson eaid: 
"We, the unemploy ed 
J ews of Chicago, comprising a part of 
the 150,000 jobless army , demand a 
job. 
Having been subjected to all in­ 
human and un-American treatment in 
every way at the hands of so-called 
J ewish charities combined with the 
Socialist party , we therefore demand 
of y ou a job and no charity .”
